The Vienna Musical Festival, one of the 
first of these, began last week. The 
great Bagreuth Wagnerian Festival— 
the Golden Jubilee—will commence 
July 10. The Royal National Eisteddfod 
of Wales, at Holyhead, begins the first 
week In August. There will he m u ch 
summertime music also In the United 
States during July and August., For-in¬ 
stance Cincinnati la to have grand 
opera from June 10 to August 20. Hol¬ 
lywood Bowl. Los Angeles, will have its 
symphony concepts from July 5 to 
August 27. Ths British composer* 
i conductor. Eugene Gooeeena. will con¬ 
duct one of the concerts. Bt. Louts Is 
to have a season of opera to last twelve 
weeks. San Francisco, too. has ar- 
i ranged for ten Tueeday evening sym¬ 
phony concerts. Music never ceases. 
The divine art has no holidays. It 
^gladdens ths heart of man continually, 
faithfully, every day. 

The first national festival of Cana¬ 
dian folk songs, held last month at 
the Chateau Frotenac In Quebec, under 
the auspice# of the Canadian Nation*: 
Museum, proved a huge success. Ac¬ 
companying the mualoal numbers were 
a series of exhibit# of ancient Canadian 
arts and craft*, part of the permanent 
collections of the museum. The feetl- 
val has certainly demonstrated the 
possibilities of Canadian folk songs for 
the conceit stage. Canadian artists 
will do well to include Is future pro¬ 
grammes at least one group of these 
lovely melodies. 


in an applause both en¬ 
thusiastic. and spontaneous. It was 
fitting for Canada to lea<^ ths way on 
this continent In so unique a project 
because cl the richness of Its folk lo*e. 
Possessed of many thousands of song-, 
there was no difficulty in finding ■» 
source of supply. What chiefly was 
called for was a nicety of judgment in 
the,selection of the “pieces'* to be In¬ 
terpreted. and in the choice of the in¬ 
dividuals and organisations seemingly 
best equipped to do justloe to those 
“pieces.” Rarely doss a first effort re¬ 
veal so much that may be commended. 
For If the programme# were not per¬ 
fect in all respec ts , they .diacioeed a 
keen knowledge on the part of those 
responsible tor them. There was no 
little variety In what was offered; and 
always was there preserved a contour 
true to the type of ths chief objective. 
As a beginning In folk song festivals, 
therefore, the one which drew to Que¬ 
bec so many distinguished persons In 
the realm of the music arts must fie 
vigorously endorsed. It will go down In 
history, and with It the name of John 
Murray Oibbon—the man who oon- 
celved the Idea and carried It to frul-

During the last' eight months of 
last year nearly 1,000 gallons of dead 
flies had been emptied from the 218 
traps erected. The highest average 
record of files emptied from the traps 
on any one of the cattle ranches was 
twelve gallons. 

To test the benefit derived from fix 
trapping, a fairly good record of the 
number of screw worm cases developed 
on ten ranches of the fly-trapping or¬ 
ganization running 29,300 head of 
cattle, sheep and gftats was kept from 
early 8pr)ng to the middle of Septem¬ 
ber. Only 253 cases were reported, 
while on two ranches far removed from 
the trapping district, running approxi¬ 
mately one-tenth as many head of 
livestock. 314 cas es were reported. 

BIG l.OSBLS RECORDED

TWO DECADES OF PROGRESS 

Twenty-four years have passed since that day. And now a Aaudy-haired 
v mng captain in the Missouri National Ouard has made a non-stop flight from 
New York to Paris, covering 3.600 miles in a little over thirty-three hours of 
cc9tinuous flight. 

The outlandish machine that the Wright brothers took aloft has undergone 
several improvements. 

All over Europe and America men began to experiment with aeroplanes 
sftar that first flight of the Wright brothers. There were many, many fatalltlen 
—no aviator waa ever sure, when he went up for a ten-minute ride, that he 
would come down alive—but the development of the aeroplane went on without 
a letup. By 1908 the Wright* and others had flown distances as great as a 
score of miles; The London Dally Mall offered £1.000 to the aviator who-should 
first fly over the English Channel.

LONG the highway to Sidney the wild roses are faithful to the tradition

glacial deposits in the form of a 
marine clay whose depth, to Judge 
from the low hilla which are formed 
by relics of it. must have been at leaat 
200 feet.

Westward the long ridge of Mt 
Jeffreys appears In the distance, while 
the east shows the mountainous 
Islands bordering the Straits of 
Oeorgia. 

The surrounding district Is. on the 
whole, level with a gradual rise to¬ 
wards Saddle Hill which terminates 
the peninsula on the north; to the 
south the land rises' towards the

Very largely cleared by the pioneers 
of the settlement. the countryside to¬ 
day exhibits broad open views of 
meadow and arable land with all the 
I associations of agricultural life.

the sound of birds 

The meadows are laready beginning 
to show proof that the glory of 
8prlng which lingers into the early 
days of Summer is waning. The blue¬ 
eyed grass is out and the earlier 
camaas is giving way to the‘later one. 
Among the grassee of the hedgerows 
the western butter cup Is being re¬ 
placed by the geum and potentllla 
Both have yellow flowers resembling 
those of their predecessor* till ex¬ 
amined more cloeely The geum has Its 
style, the slender column rising from 
the ovary's summit ai&l bearing the 
stigma. Jointed in a peculiar manner, 
something like a “t-tr” In Pitman s 
phonography, gradually as the seed- 
head ripens approaching a "k-tr"j 
position The upper Joint Is green and 
the lower one red. 

The potentillas have, on the whole, 
larger and finer flowers than the 
geum* and of a paler yellow. Their 
leaves are often silky below snd are 
more regularly divided, sometimes pal- 
mate or fingered. Some species have 
runners like strawberry plants, to 
which they are nearly related. Both 
geums and potentillas hsve * double 
row of leaves, ten In all. one set being 
smaller than the other. Our common 
geum has its calyx turned backward 
In the same manner as* the western 
buttercup 

Meanwhile the buttercups are not 
quite driven from the field, for in 
these Sidney meadows I saw the other 
afternoon the creeping leaser spear- 
wort in spots where bunches of rushes

The flowers are In clusters 
and In color are of a deeper rose than 
thoee of the Nootka one Sometimes 
the two roses aye found Intermingled 
in such a way that a continuous suc¬ 
cession of bloom appears on the 
natural hedges.
